In the same year, D.O.A. 
released the song General Strike, 
a rallying cry of support at the 
height of B.C.'s Solidarity labour 
movement. 

Dave Gregg explained punk 
inevitably docs have .a role as a 
vehicle fo'rÉsocial change. 
However, he stressed that discer- 
nable lyrics, especially in hard- 
core, are not necessarily the driv- 
ing force behind a band's 
message, "You walk a fine line 
between articulation and emo- 
tional interpretaUon. I liked 
Darby Crash of the Germs before 
I saw the lyric sheet," he said. 

he song titles of 
several of D.O.A.'s 
own songs raises the 
question interpreta- 
tion. Asked if titles such as 
General Strike, War on 4} and 
Class War might project conflic- 
ting images of pacifism and 
violent action, Gregg explained: 
"The Temptations' song War is 
about wars between armies, 
whereas Class War talks about 
activism. We're not really saying 
.whether to put a pen in your 
hand or a gun." 

As an all-male band, D.O.A. 
inevitably purvey a. macho im- 
age. As such, they are represen- 
tative of an industry that is male 
dommated. Few female bands 
inside the. male majority, male- 
run ^recording/performing in- 
dustry gain due recognition or 
success, artistic or otherwise. 

However, especially in the. 
punk/hardcore scene, where the 
'pit' in. front of the suge is con- 
dusive to a lot of thrashing ac- 
tivity, aggressive males set the 
audience standards as well. Saidr 
Gregg, "Jhe reality of the rock 
and roll world b that it is a male- 
dominated art form. I don't feel 
good about that. We support 



women whole-heartedly, but we 
are what we arc." 

"It's like minor league football 
practice," said Keighley b a 
telephone interview with the 
Daily. "It's usually what happens 
in a big dty when you get a 
bunch of people together, 
strangers, with a common in- 
terest. A band that plays driving 
music will make people move. 
It's just a shame that women are 
forced to have to stand back out 
of it to enjoy the band," he add- 
ed. 

regg says "women 
should be left to set 
the standard for how 
crazy it is on the 
floor. Not guys with 
metal boots, and flying

Gregg was described in a 
Portland newspaper as being a

hesitations to play preacher, 
Gregg still believes art can be an 
effective media for effecting 
social change. 

"It offers you an opportunity 
to break the cycle of male 
domination of society. If you 
want to change that, art gives 
you a ticket. But you are never 
going to change anything unless 
your message is positive," he 
said. 

oth Keighley and 
Gregg think that 
punk, as a medium, 
has been over- 
analyzed. Said Keghley, 
"Anytime you have a social 
phenomenon it will be over- 
analyzed. In this case it occurs at 
the muncal, poUdcal, social, 
psychological and fashion level." 

For more than seven yean, 
D.O.A. has embarked 09 a mis- 
sion to combat such stereotypes 
• in the musical world.

Since that 
time, the deliberately obscure 
San Francisco band has 
cultivated a loyal, though 
mystified, audience. 

Shyly avoiding the emphasb 
placed on.^inUmate detaib of 
pop musiââm* lives, for 10 years 
The Residents have divtilged 
neither their idendty nor even 
that of their tailor. Rumours the 
band members are among the 
owners of their record label, 
Ralph Records, or diat .they are 
San Francisco college professors,- 
remain unsubstandated. 

USICALLY AND 
VISUALLY they re- 
main elusive as well. 
Using often garbled 
vocab, synthesizen and a collec- 
Uon of instrumental oddities 
(such as amplified children's b- 
stttmients), they have created a 
sound which requires the listener 
to set aside traditional musical 
expectations. They alternate' 
between familiar and innovadve 
musical styles, combining pop, 
jau, classical, Eskimo chants or 
whatever else crossed 
their..uh..eyebidb. 

Onstage ' the band deviates 
from thé traditional four- 
sweating-people-and-somc-Iights 
approach, disguising their 
tyebalb in various costimies and 
presenting their music as a nar- 
rative, complete with a dramadc 
re-enactment of the tale. 

A previous tour concerned the

For the second time in a year. 
Students' Society is considering 
restructuring its programmmg 
services. 

Vice President (Internal) Mike 
Orr has suggested changing the 
Program Board from its present 
de-cen'tralized structure to one 
with a more central means of 
coordination. 

Last year's structure, which 
centralized the programming 
authority into a single coor- 
dinating position, was chuged 
by last yearns Stiidénu* Council. 
Ihe change was in response to 
criticism that the Program 
Board ignored many activities, 
especially alternative programm- 
ing. 

"The way it was last year," 
■said Orr, "there was a strong 
central organization which coun- 
cil felt was concentrated too 
much in certain events." 



The Program Board was 
replaced this year vnth six dif- 
ferent committees: Wmter Car- 
nival, Speakers, ' Performing 
Aru, Alternative Programming, 
Welcome Week and Concerts & 
Dances — each responsible for 
one aspect of student programm- 
ing at McGill. 

"Now what we find," said Orr, 
"is that because it is so decen-. 
tralized there is a ceruin lack of 
co-operation amongst chairpeo- 
Plc." 

Orr, ^ suggests . , adding coor- 
ilinating 'postions which would.' 
be filled by experienced McGill 
students. In the new system, 
budgets would be controlled by 
the individual committees so as 
to avoid last year's problems with 
the overall Progamming budget 
being controlled centrally^^ 

"Our main goal," Orr sjdd "is 
to restore some of the cohesion 
and co-ordination. In the new

According to Baker and Lui, 
there were difficulties towards 
the beginning of the year in get- 
ting the system going. 

"Just to get everyone organized 
as a team took time," said Lui. 
But since October or November, 
the chairpeople have been work- 
ing together, organizing events 
as a group. 

The major problem in the 
Network, Lui and Baker con- 
cluded, was not structural, but 
one of an absence of volunteers.
